NEW YORK, Juhé 26—A code 
calling for minimum wage rates of 
$10 to $18 a week for experienced 
workers has been drafted by the 
National Retail Dry Goods Associa- 
tion. 

The code has been approved by 
the association’s board of directors 
and is being sent for approval and 
comment to 4000 department stores, 
dry goods stores, mail order houses 
and specialty shops which are 
members of the association. In 
1932 these members did a business 
estimated at close to $3,500,000,000. 

Lew Hahn, association president, 
said the code was tentative and 
had not yet been forwarded to 
Gen. Hugh Johnson, Administrator 
of the Recovéry Act. It is the 
hope of thé association, Hahn said, 
that when it is complete it will 
represent the entire retail craft 
covering stores in the drug, hard- 


shoe and men’s clothing fields, as acquitted. They are guarded by HIGH 


well as those represented in the as- 
sociation. 

The minimum wageés—$12 to $18 
for experienced men and $10 to $12 
for experienced women—are based 
on a 48-hour week and are grad- 
uated according to population of 
trading areas. A minimum wage|;, 
of $9 a week is set for “junior 
workers,” male or female, who are 
under 18, have less than one year’s 
experience, and work in sections 
outsidé metropolitan areas. For 
these juniors minimum rates of $10 
or $11 are set in more populous 
areas, 

The code also gives employes the 
right to bargain collectively, calls 
for a minimum mark-up of 10 per 
eent on goods, condemns misrepre- 
sentation of merchandise, criticism 
of competitors’ or selling 
pricés, and prohibits the sale by 
members of products manufactured 
in pénal institutions, — 


U. 8S. Won’t Stand for ‘Wild Cat 


WASHINGTON, June 26. — Hugh 
S. Jolinson, director of the National 
Recovery Administration, said in a 
radio address last night that “any 
wild-cat price lifting” at this time 
would not be tolerate. 

In a vigordus appeal for public 
support fof the industrial control 
legislation, the administrator said 
“our Best people undérstand that 
this is no tifie to get rich quick.” 
He added that the nation’s em- 
ployers wanted to co-operate more 
than at any time sin¢e the war. 

Declaring that the granting of 
higher wages ordinarily would tend 
to result in higher prices, Johnson 
said “if we do a thing like this and 
do not also put some control 6n 
undue price increasés so that prices 
will not move up one bit faster than 
is justified by higher costs, the con- 
summing public is going to suffer, 
the higher wages won't do any good, 
and the whole bright chance will 
just turn out to be a ghastly failure 
and another shattered hope.” 

“This does not mean selling below 
cost,” the administrator added. 
“The first effect of this plan will 
be to increase business and bigger 
business is a better way to profit 


than is higher price. 
“A. Serious Manner.” 


“This is a deadly serious ter— 
this danger of runaway prices. 
There are still about 12 million un- 
employed in this country and even 
those who still have jobs are large- 
ly on much, reduced incomes. Any 
wild-cat price lifting will have its 
first bearing directly on the very 
creature necéssities of these unfor- 
tunates—their means to keep out 
hunger, thirst and cold. This ad- 
ministration sitiply will not stand 
for that and we do not expect to 
have any trouble about it.”

Text of Couzens’ Speech.

Not by Money Alone. 

“There are, however, a few points 
I wish to make in amplification of 
my Government’s attitude in re- 
spect to these matters.

in delaying prosecution in the case. 
While Medalie was testifying, 
Federal Judge William Bondy ad- 
journed until Wednesday the fixing 
of a trial date for Joseph W. Harri- 
man, former head of the bank, who 
is now under ihdictment charging 
him with causing false entries to be 
made in the books of the bank. 
First News of Situation. ~~ 

Dodds testified that the first he 
had heard of the Harriman bank 
situation was on Dec. 29, 1932, 
when three men arrived at his 
office in Washington, introduced by 
some officer of the Treasury De- 
partment. He said the three men 
identified themselves as Henry E. 
Cooper, who was in charge of the 
reorganization of the bank; a Mr. 
Wright, also representing the bank, 
and Elton Bisbee, counsel for the 
New York clearing house associa- 
tion. : 

“These gentlemen,” Dodds testi- 
field, “told me they were making 
every effort to get the bank into a 
much safer and more liquid posi- 
tion than it then was. They told 
me of the impending prosecution 
of Harriman. They told me they 
held no brief for Harriman and I 
gathered they felt he was culpable 
and felt he should be punished 
eventually. 

“They said, however, that if an 
indictment was found the bank was 
not liquid enough to stand a run 
which would undoubtedly follow.

Veto of the bill creating the new 
jobs, at an annual payroll cost of 
$76,830, was urged on the Mayor 
today by C. H. Morrill, chairman 
of the Executive Committee of The 
Public, Inc. Morrill called atten- 
tion to the economy pledge of Dick- 
mann’s campaign and the success 
of the administration in balancing 
the budget.

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Associates’ Pay Tribute to 
Career of More Than 21 
Years in Diocese. 


The Rt. Rev. Frederick Foote 
Johnson, retiring Episcopal Bishop 
of Missouri, delivered his farewell 


yesterday, with associates paying 
tribute to his career of more than 
21 years in the diocese, part of the 
time as Coadjutor-Bishop under the 


‘late Bishop Daniel Sylvester Tuttle. 


Brief addresses were made by 
Bishop William Ecarlett, who auto- 
matically heads the diocese when 
Bishop Johnson’s resignation has 
been formally accepted; Dean Sid- 
ney E. Sweet of the cathedral and 
the Rev. Dr. J. Courtney Jones of 
the Diocesan Standing Committee. 
After explaining that his resigna- 
tion was prompted partly by a de 
sire to save the diocese his salary, 
Bishop Johnson indicated he want- 
ed it to become -effective Aug. 1, 
although the House of Bishops may 
not-act on it until it convenes in 
November. The Bishop announced 
in 1930, when Bishop Scarlett be- 
came Coadjutor-Bishop, that he 
would retire within four years be- 
cause of impaired health. 

Bishop Johnson said he would re- 
turn to his father’s Connecticut 
farm, Where he was born 67 years 
ago, and expressed his apprecia- 


‘tion of the co-operation he has re- 


ceived from clergy and laity of 
the diocese. 

“It is probably the last time I 
shall preach here in the cathedral 
church,” Bishop Johnson observed, 
“and my memory goes back’ to 
Bishop Tuttle, who was like a fa- 
ther to me. I loved hitn devctedly. 
It goes back to Dean Davis of 
sainted life and blessed memory, 
to whom also I was greatly de- 
voted.” 

The Bishop’s sermon, which was 
illustrated with episodes from his 
long ministry, affirmed his belief 
in a hereafter and the guiding 
presence of Christ. 

“If you ask me where heaven 
is,” Bishop Johnson said, “I can- 
not tell you, but if you ask me 
what it is, I have &n answer for 
you. I do not know where it is; I 
am rather sure it is not geogra- 
phy, and I am rather sure it is not 
astronomy. I do not think it is up 
there in the stars. St. Paul tells 
us what it is in four words--‘To 
be with Christ.’ 

“That is heaven. Where it is I 
do not know and it does not make 
any difference to me.”
